Who  can  help  at  the  mere  sound 
of  such  names  as  the  Lively  Jane, 
the  Lovely  Peggy,  the  Laughing 
Lucy,  the  Modest  Ann,  the  Constant 
Mary,  the  Three  Fair  Sisters,  creat- 
ing a  mental  picture  of  the  sailors' 
sweethearts  so  honored  in  all  the 
flower  and  freshness  of  their  forgot- 
ten charms?  Many  indeed  are  the 
suggestions  for  the  romancer  hid- 
den away  in  the  brief  compass  of  old 
shipping  lists  preserved  here  and 
there  in  faded  and  tattered  newspa- 
pers. Sometimes,  too,  one  catches 
elsewhere  an  echo  of  their  name  and 
fame. 

In  one  old  New  England  seaport 
there  was  a  few  years  ago  an  aged 
seaman  whose  favorite  tune  among 
the  many  chanteys  he  was  in  the 
habit  of  humming  as  he  went  about 
the  domestic  chores  of  his  tiny,  soli- 
tary house  was  a  scrap  of  refrain  set 
to  a  taking  air,  all  he  could  remem- 
ber of  a  once  popular  sea  song  in 
honor  of  some  fair  unknown: 

Hey.  the  charming  Bally  O! 

Boston  bound  who'd  dally  O? 

Sally  o'  the  foam  to  my  Sally  safe  M 

home— 

And  we'll  speed  her  home  from  Callao! 

Perhaps  the  most  curious  story  of 
any  vessel  named  for  a  sweetheart  is 
that  pertaining  to  neither  fishing 
craft  nor  merchantman,  but  to  a  lit- 
tle skiff  familiar  in  the  long  ago  to 
the  waters  of  Narragansett  bay.  It 
was  owned  by  the  good  elder  of  a 
little  shore  village,  who  for  fifty 
years  had  persistently  courted  a  shy 
maiden  of  the  name  of  Rhoda  Bak- 
er. So  shy  was  she  that  often  when 
he  called  she  would  not  even  see 
him.  He  would  find  the  sitting 
room  emptv  and  the  chair  from 
which  she  had  fled  at  the  very  mo- 
ment of  her  "Come  in"  yet  rocking 
by  the  window. 

At  length  Rhoda  died,  still  a 
spinster,  and  her  bereaved  lovefj  de- 
sired to  honor  her  memory  by!  be- 
stowing her  name  upon  his  boat. 
But  he  encountered  a  difficulty. 
Rhoda's  permission  could  not  be 
asked,  and  since  in  life  she  had 
never  accepted  him  was  it  fair  or 
courteous  to  her  to  dispense  with  it?

"FLAT  AS  A  FLOUNDER." 


Something  of  the  Life  Hietory  of  an  In- 
tereating  end  Curious  Fish. 
The  expression  "As  flat  as  a  floun- 
der" has  become  proverbial,  but  it 
does  not  apply  to  very  young  floun- 
ders, which  differ  so  much  from  the 
«dn)t  ones  that  they  can  hardly  be 
recognized  as  belonging  to  the  same 
family  as  thair  parents. 

The  flounders  begin  life  as  do  or- 
dinary fishes.  When  they  first 
emerge  from  the  egg  they  swim  ver- 
tically, with  the  head  turned  up- 
ward. Their  bodies  are  tynunetrM 
and  their  eyes  are  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  head.  Gradually  the  position 
of  the  body  changes  from  vertical  to 
Borisontal,  and  the  fish  remain  thus 
for  soma  time,  iw^nrnjig  Uj*  **** 
nary  fshes.  Bat  whlT ttdl jpjjy 
•mall  there  is  fomhtfwiiif  of  tne 
bottom  life  they  are  destined  for, 
and  they  enter  upon  a  aeries  of  re- 


rioT  to  Ifie  etiiet  ulnli  byltie  time 
the  change  of  the  eye  is  complete 
the  fish  swims  with  its  blind  side 
underneath,  and  this  position  ;* 
ever  after  maintained.  The  flounder 
then  ceases  its  free  swimming  habit 
and  sinks  to  the  bottom. 

Some  species  of  flounders  are 
right  sided,  and  others  are  left 
sided.  In  the  right  sided  forms  the 
left  eye  moves  to  the  right  side  and 
the  left  side  becomes  undermost.  In 
the  left  sided  species  the  opposite 
conditions  prevail.  It  rarely  hap- 
pens that  right  sided  species  have 
left  sided  individuals,  and  vice  ver- 
sa. In  a  few  species  both  right  sided 
and  left  sided  fish  occur  in  about 
equal  numbers. — St.  Nicholas.

A  Monster  Worm  That  Is  Eaten  With 
Relish  In  Asia. 

An  important  food  of  the  teeming 
millions  of  Asiatic  countries,  partic- 
ularly China,  is  trepang.  Other 
names  for  it  are  sea  slug,  sea  cucum- 
ber, sea  pudding  and  beche  de  mer. 
It  looks  like  a  huge  worm.  Off  the 
coasts  of  Queensland  and  New  Guin- 
ea great  fleets  of  Malty  and  Chi- 
nese vessels  search  for  this  creature. 
It  is  secured  in  various  ways.  The 
Malays  on  the  Queensland  coasts 
employ  great  numbers  of  the  aborig- 
inals to  wade  about  in  the  water, 
the  blacks  detecting  the  trepang  by 
standing  upon  it  and  also  by  prick- 
ing the  sandy  bottom  with  their 
spears.  The  natives  also  dive,  with 
great  skill  and  success,  in  the  deep 
er  waters  and  bring  up  the  fish.  Tre- 
pang varies  in  size,  some  specially 
large  slugs  being  nearly  two  feet  in 
length  while  alive,  but  when  proper- 
ly prepared  for  market  they  are 
much  shriveled  up,  measuring  from 
four  to  ten  inches. 

Every  few  miles  on  the  Queens- 
land northern  coasts  the  traveler 
comes  upon  bark  huts,  with  place* 
for  the  drying  and  storing  of  tre- 
pang. It  is  first  soaked  in  cold  wa- 
ter, then  carefully  scraped  and 
cleaned,  then^  boiled  all  day  and 
again  scrapeT  and  cleaned,  then 
once  more  soaked  in  cold  water. 
Then  it  is  split  down  one  side,  then 
pressed  under  heavy  stones,  then 
stretched  open  with  bamboo  skew- 
ers, sun  dried,  smoked  for  some, 
days,  then  stored  away,  to  be  con- 
stantly looked  after  and  sun  dried  j 
again  to  prevent  mildew.  When 
cured,  it  has  a  dirty  gray  or  daiv 
brown  color,  is  rigid  and  ugly  look 
ing— -anything  but  tempting. 

There*  are  many  varieties  of  tre- 
pang, and  the  fishermen  forward 
them  to  different  markets,  where 
preference  is  given  to  particulai 
kinds.  The  red  and  white  are  con- 
sidered inferior,  and  these  are  pur- 
chased and  used  by  the  less  particu- 
lar people  of  the  north,  while  the 
brown  and  black  sorts,  full  of  juic« 
and  flavor,  are  supplied  to  the 
wealthy  people  of  the  south.  Some 
forms  of  trepang  are  said  to  be  eat 
en  raw  by  the  Japanese.  Soup  madt 
from  it  is  palatable  and  nutritious, 
being  littfc  inferior  to  turtle  soup.

Mary,  the  Three  Fair  Sisters,  creat- 
ing a  mental  picture  of  the  sailors' 
sweethearts  so  honored  in  all  the 
flower  and  freshness  of  their  forgot- 
ten charms?  Many  indeed  are  the 
suggestions  for  the  romancer  hid- 
den away  in  the  brief  compass  of  old 
shipping  lists  preserved  here  and 
there  in  faded  and  tattered  newspa- 
pers. Sometimes,  too,  one  catches 
elsewhere  an  echo  of  their  name  and 
fame. 

In  one  old  New  England  seaport 
there  was  a  few  years  ago  an  aged 
seaman  whose  favorite  tune  among 
the  many  chanteys  he  was  in  the 
habit  of  humming  as  he  went  about 
the  domestic  chores  of  his  tiny,  soli- 
tary house  was  a  scrap  of  refrain  set 
to  a  taking  air,  all  he  could  remem- 
ber of  a  once  popular  sea  song  in 
honor  of  some  fair  unknown :

Perhaps  the  most  curious  story  of 
any  vessel  named  for  a  sweetheart  is 
that  pertaining  to  neither  fishing 
craft  nor  merchantman,  but  to  a  lit- 
tle skiff  familiar  in  the  long  ago  to 
the  waters  of  Narragansett  bay.  It 
was  owned  by  the  good  elder  of  a 
little  shore  village,  who  for  fifty 
years  had  persistently  courted  a  shy 
maiden  of  the  name  of  Rhoda  Bak- 
er.  So  .shy  was  she  that  often  when 
he  called  she  would  not  even  see 
him.

Some  species  of  flounders  are 
right  sid>d,  and  others  are  left 
sided.  In  the  right  sided  forms  the 
left  eye  moves  to  the  right  side  and 
the  left  side  becomes  undermost.  In 
the  left  sided  species  the  opposite 
conditions  prevail.   It  rarely  hap- 

!>ens  that  right  sided  species  have 
eft  sided  individuals,  and  vice  ver- 
sa. In  a  few  species  both  right  sided 
and  left  sided  fish  occur  in  about 
equal  numbers.— St.  Nicholas. 

THE  SEA  CUCUMBER. 


"FLAT  AS  A  FLOUNDER." 


Something  of  the  Life  History  of  an  In- 
teresting «nd  Curious  Fish. 
The  expression  "As  flat  as  a  floun- 
der" has  become  proverbial,  but  it 
does  not  apply  to  very  young  floun- 
ders, .which  differ  so  much  from  the 
adult  ones  that  they  can  hardly  be 
recognized  as  belonging  to  the  same 
family  as  their  parents. 

The  flounders  begin  life  as  do  or- 
dinary fishes.  When  they  first 
emerge  from  the  egg  they  swim  ver- 
tically, with  the  head  turned  up- 
ward. Their  bodies  are  symmetrical, 
and  their  eyes  are  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  head.  Gradually  the  position 
of  the  body  changes  from  vertical  to 
horizontal,  and  the  fish  remain  thus 
for  some  time,  swimming  like  ordi- 
nary fishes.  But  while  still  very 
small  there  is  foreshadowing  of  the 
bottom  life  they  are  destined  for, 
and  they  enter  upon  a  series  of  re- 
markable changes.  The  most  strik- 
ing of  these  changes  is  in  the  posi- 
tion of  the  eye.  The  eye  of  one  side 
or  the  other  slowly  but  steadily 
moves  over  to  the  opposite  side  of 
the  head  and  takes  a  place  beside  the 
other  eye.  In  some  flounders  the 
eye  moves  around  the  front  of  the 
head;  in  others  it  moves  directly 
through  the  head.  This  shifting  of 
the  eye's  position  is  accompanied  by 
a  change  in  the  position  of  the  body, 
which  ceases  to  be  upright  and  be- 
comes more  and  more  oblique.  The 
side  of  the  body  from  which  the  ev* 
is  moving  gradually  becomes  infe- 


A  Monster  Worm  That  Is  Eaten  With 
Relish  In  Asia. 

An  important  food  of  the  teeming 
millions  of  Asiatic  countries,  partic- 
ularly China,  is  trepang.  Other 
names  for  it  are  sea  slug,  sea  cucum- 
ber, sea  pudding  and  beche  de  mer, 
It  looks  like  a  huge  worm.  Off  the 
coasts  of  Queensland  and  New  Guin- 
ea great  fleets  of  Mali.y  and  Chi- 
nese vessels  search  for  this  creature. 
It  is  secured  in  various  Ways.  The 
Malays  on  the  Queensland  coasts 
employ  great  numbers  of  the  aborig- 
inals to  wade  about  in  the  water, 
the  blacks  detecting  the  trepang  by 
standing  upon  it  and  also  by  prick- 
ing the  sandy  bottom  with  their 
spears.  The  natives  also  dive,  with 
great  skill  and  success,  in  the  deep 
er  waters  and  bring  up  the  fish.  Tre- 
pang varies  in  size,  some'  specially 
large  slugs  being  nearly  two  feet  in 
length  while  alive,  but  when  proper- 
ly prepared  for  market  they  are 
much  shriveled  up,  measuring  from 
four  to  ten  inches. 

Every"  few  miles  on  the  Queens- 
land northern  coasts  the  traveler 
comes  upon  bark  huts,  with  places 
for  the  drying  and  storing  of  tre- 
pang. It  is  lirst  soaked  in  cold  wa- 
ter, then  carefully  scraped  and 
cleaned,  then^  boiled  all  day  and 
again  scraped  and  cleaned,  then 
once  more  soaked  in  cold  water. 
Then  it  is  split  dowK  c-ne  side,  then 
pressed  under  heavy  stones,  then 
stretched  open  with  bamboo  skew- 
ers, sun  dried,  smoked  for  some 
days,  then  stored  away,  to  be  con- 
stantly looked  after  and  sun  dried 
again  to  prevent  mildew.  When 
cured,  it  has  a  dirty  gray  or  dari.' 
brown  color,  is  rigid  and  ugly  look- 
ing— anything  but' tempting. 

There  are  many  varieties  of  tre- 
pang, and  the  fishermen  forward 
them  to  different  markets,  whert 
preference  is  given  to  particular 
kinds.  The  red  and  white  are  con- 
sidered inferior,  and  these  are  pur- 
chased and  used  by  the  less  particu- 
lar people  of  the  north,  while  the 
brown  and  black  sorts,  full  of  juice 
and  flavor,  are  supplied  to  the 
wealthy  people  of  the  south.  Some 
forms  of  trepang  are  said  to  be  eat- 
en raw  by  the  Japanese.  Soup  made 
from  it  is  palatable  and  nutritious, 
being  little  inferior  to  turtle  soup.
